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Dear Sir: 

During the recent Cuban crisis a 
renewed interest in shelter pro- 
grams arose nationally and locally. 
The membership of the Community 
Program for Peace, an organization 
of South County citizens, expresses 
its apprehension about this nenew- 
ed interest, particularly as we wit- 
ness this in the town of South 
Kingstown and at the University of 
Rhode Island. We feel that the 
emphasis on shelters increases our 
psychological readiness for nuclear 
war without significantly improv- 
ing our chances for surviving it. 

The destructible effects of ther- 
monoclear weapons, amply docu- 
mented in many government: and 
private publications, make the con- 
struction of most basement, back- 
yard or community shelters pathe- 
tically inadequate for an all-out 
nuclear war. Even more deceptive 
is the mere labeling as “shelters” 
certain public buildings or portions 
of those buildings whose construc- 
tion was in no way designed to pro- 
tect their occupants against fallout, 
blast or firestorms. Let us not de- 
ceive ourselves. A realistic shelter 
program would require digging 
deep underground on a_ massive 
scale and at staggering expense. 
Before it could be completed, 
moreover, any shelter program 
would be made obsolete by techno- 
logical developments in nuclear, 
biological and chemical warfare. 

We believe a better way to se- 
curity lies in the wholehearted use 
of our resources and energies in an 
effort to come to an international 
arms control agreement.’ We are 
troubled that the number of coun- 
tries making nuclear weapons will 
soon increase and include China, 
Germany, France, and Isreal. Arms 
control will then be even more dif- 
ficult, and the probability of war 
before any control is completed wili 
be greater.

some of the student signers, the 
opinion is that once Watson House. 
goes, the door will be left open for 
the start of a factory campus, such 
as is the University of Connecticut. 


‘By keeping the House, and thereby 


preventing the factory creation, the 
campus will remain in an historical 
atmosphere, conducive to surround- 
ing towns. 

Many of the faculty have expres- 


ised the same thoughts about the 


House. If something adventageous 
could be done with it, there would 
be no question as to whether or not 
it should be kept. 

Dr. Carl Woodward, president- 
emeritus of the university, © ex- 
pressed hope that the old building 
could be saved. He said that he had 
talked to President Horn about de; 
laying the plans for extermination 
of the Watson House and was mak- 
ing inquiries as to what purpose the 
building could be put to use. 

Dr. William D. Metz, chairman of 
the South Kingstown Historic Dis- 
trict Commission and professor of 
history at URI, previously had ex- 
pressed the hope that the house 
could be converted into a museum,

The new areas in which the Senate 
is working are advisor evaluation, faculty evaluation, revision 
of tax committee constitution, revitalization of the campus chest 
drive and an investigation of the university radio station. All of 
the above constitute areas in which students can and will act in 


a responsible manner.

conducted in all fraternity chap- 
ters on campus,’ Masso continued. 

All fraternities have scholarship 
chairman who impose strict com- 
pulsory study hours, pledge aver- 
age requirements, and an incentive 
to improve each semester to com- 
pete for IFC scholarship awards. 

When asked how he felt about 
the IFC award, Henry A. Dux, as- 
sistant dean of men and advisor to 
the URI council, said: “The na- 
tional ‘scholarship picture over the 
past ten years has shown consider- 
able improvement. In the academic 
year 1951-52, approximately 60 per 
cent of the chapters belonging to 
the National Inter-fraternity Con- 
ference were below the all-men’s 
average on their respective cam- 
puses; nine years later the com- 
parable figure was approximately 
50 per cent. 


“This is a significant statistic as |. 
far as the national fraternity sys- 
tem is concerned, and points up the 
particularly outstanding achieve- 
ment of the national fraternity 
groups on the URI campus.”

Washington; the Rhode Island law- 
maker is one of the first to use it 
in the Senate. 


While in Washington, the stu- 
dents will observe senate opera- 
tions, important committee meet- 
ings taking place that week, and 
behind-the-scenes political activi- 
ties. They will also have the oppor- 
tunity to run errands, file, type, 
and do other clerical tasks. 


“The main purpose of this pro- 
gram is to acquaint students with 
the political operations of national 
government by experiences they 
would not receive in the political 
science classroom,’ Dr. Goodwin 
said. “They will work a full eight 
hours every day they are in Wash- 
ington.” 

The selected students will each 
receive a copy of the late Congress- 
man Clem Miller’s recent book, 
“Letters from a Congressman” to 
supplement their knowledge about 
Washington politics. Dr. Goodwin 
calls it the single greatest book on 
Washington legislative activities. 

To apply for acceptance to the 
program, students may pick up an 
application form at the political 
science department, 126 Washburn 
Hall. Selection will be based upon 
the student’s over-all academic av- 
erage, since the students will lose 
a week’s class time and will have to 
make up the work, along with his 
familiarity with courses on general 
American social sciences and his 
extracurricular activities. Applica- 
tions must be submitted by next 
Wednesday, Dec. 19. The names of 
the applicants will be announced 
the first week in January.

For the last three seasons, Cin- 
giser has been thé bellwether of 
the squad as he moved into the No. 
1 position among the all-time 
Brown scoring leaders with a ca- 
reer total of 1331 points. His grad- 
uation creates a void that isn’t 
likely to be filled for some time. 
In addition, five other seniors and 
one junior whom Ward had count-!

Barth was runner-up to Cingiser 
last year in scoring with 389 points 
and was the team’s leading re- 
bounder with 238. The next high- 
est scorer returning is Al Young, a 
junior guard with a 6.9 game aver- 
age. Gary Nell, a 6-3 junior for- 
ward, averaged 5.7 points, Fran 
Driscoll, a junior guard, posted a 
3.7 mark, and senior Bill Oellrich 
scored 19 points in 11 games. Thus, 
the five hold-overs represent a 
game average of 33 points.
